While the discussion of thin vexed 


question might happily )>a allo\yed to 
closB ia the sonorous verdict oi the 
Anglo Saxon Jury, and the selflsh pas- 
sions assorting themselves in the dis- 
ouaaiou3 be allowed to sleep, still iu 
vi»w of the result just reached, a oilm 
resume, necessarily brief, however, will 
fairly illustrate the position taken by 
ua at the time of the failure of tho bank 
which position ia now, after almost 
throe years of diligent search and in- 
quiry into the books and affairs of the 
bank, demonstrated beyond all contra 
varsy to be the correct one. Oar readers 
will veoaumbfK that we claimed at the 
tiiua of the failure, that whatever the 
causes were that led up to the closing 
of the buuk's doors, the facts could 
uevor warrant u gravor charge ugcunst 
the officers than lack of experieuce and 
mismanagement. 
We have, therefore, 


not 
favored these 'prosecutions, not 


deeming them necessary or beneficial. 
The losses entailed by the fuilura of the 
bank were grevious and hard to be 
borne. May similar ones never full on 
our community again. 
The failure o 


the bank, as we have repeatedly said 
before, resulted not from any orlmiua 
or immoral diversion of iU funds, bu 
from a shrinkage of values and unskill- 
ful and .inexperienced 
management 


The 24th of June, 1880, found the bank 
in such position that it would be unable 
in regular course of business to pay it 
debts or any considerable proportio 
thereof if then demanded. A deiuan 
was pressing from a San Fsanoisco ban 
and could be no longer postponed, auc 
other demands would have been preoip 
itated thereby. The bank had certui; 
properties, moneys and securities o 
hand. It owed James Kinkead, now 
deceased, a large sum of money—soul 
$16,500. It owed L. L. Crockett $8,200 
There,is. no doubt to be entertained o 
the actual existence of these debts an 
their bona fide character. 
The Mana 


ger of the bank elected to pay these tw 
creditors with the property on baud un 
did no more. It took all the propert 
to pay these two debts. There is sti 
a balance due these two creditors. I 
the case of Mr. Kinkead nearly $1,000 
in the case of Mr. Crockett it ia some 
what ovbi1 $1,000. Thesa 'debts due 
Kinkead and Crockett represented actua 
money that had gone into the vault 
the bank within a few weeks. Thei 
money had either gone to the beneS 
of other creditors of the bauk, siud 
profered such other creditors, or if 
remained in the vault it was their ow 
money and they had a right to draw i 
The law gave Mr. Jas. H. Kiukoiul, th 
manager, the legal right to pay thes 
debts and the law and the couuuoroia 
usages in this State sanction it asmora 
and upright. The payment of thes 
creditors constituted a preference 
creditors and nothing mora. The a 
tachment law of our State is contrive 
for the purpose of giving such prefe: 
ence, and no other, office or objoc 
When the failing circumstance!) of th 
bank became known, Mr. Schooling, 
reputable citizen of our town, levied th 
first attachment and secured his mono 
He preferred himself to all others wh 
attached, and to all those who did no 
attach. 
Is any criminality or graspiu 


immorality imputed to Mr. Schooling 
He only availed himself of the provif 
ions of our statutes, and followed com 
mercial usage. If any casuist can dem 
onstrate a difference in morals betwee 
the Manager paying Mr. Schooling an 
thus preferring him, or Mr. Sohoolin 
attaching and thus preferring himsel 
let him iliummthe world.

failure of the bank we have been ceu 
sured tor upholding the integrity of th 
Manager, or rather we have been cen 
sured for refusing to join in the popula 
howl again him. 
From a long intimat 


acquaintance and personal knowledge o 
his character, we believed then as we d 
now that not one dollar of the bank 
money ever was diverted to his use o 
benefit and the investigation before th 
Court and jury proves beyond all'con 
controversy that we were right iu ou 
course. Knowing that it would onl 
be taxing the people for no good or ben 
eftoial end we objected to the expeudi 
tare of the public money to gratify th 
personal spleen of-a few, and we cauno 
wholly excuse our County Commission 
ers (Mr. Pogus exoepted), for lavishlj 
expending the county's money in th 
prosecution of cases which had already 
been decided by our own Courts to b 
right, civilly and must therefore ueces 
sarily lack the elements which go to 
make np a crime.

with approval the plank in the Demo- 
ratic platform of 1810 which refers to 
tie tariff, as follows : 
Resolved, That justice and sound 


lolioy forbid the federal government to 
oster one branch of industry to the 
.etriment of another, or to cherish the 
nterests of one portion to the injury, of 
nother portion of our common conn- 
ry"; and 


Resolved, fuither, That it is the duty 


-f every branch of the government to 
uforce and practice the most rigid 
iconomy in conducting our public af • 
airs, and that no more revenue ought 
o bo raised than is required to defray 
he necessary expenses of the govern- 
ment.

Democratic purty was badly 


>eaten that year, and there is very little 
doubt that a similar fate in 1884 
will 
follow 
the

ufacturing purposes under those condi- 
tions. 
Something had to be done to 


give American goods an advantage in 
the home market, The tariff was tba 
something, aud under it great mannfac 
turing cities and towns have been buil 
np, which' afford the farmer a reliable 
market for all his products. Real estate 
has advanced at least 100 per cent, on 
the figures it oould have reached if we 
had remained simply an agricnltura 
people, raising raw products for Europe 
to turn into expensive fabrics. In 
a party might possibly be pardoned fo 
adopting such a plank as that printec 
above, but not in 1884. Then the work 
ing of a protective tariff was a problem 
concerning which we had theories, bu 
few facts.

house by storm, ami her dignified bear- 
ing at this climax impressed the audi- 
ence with the real superiority of the 
genius before them. Madame Janau- 
schek's strangest and most striking 
quality is her wonderful power of in- 
vective and scorn. 
Her very look, 


without the utterance of a word, is at 
times withering, and her piercing glance 
seem to look into the deepest and dark- 
est recesses of the human heart. Her 
power of facial expression is truly re- 
markable, and every shade and degree 
of contempt and scorn is depicted with 
an accuracy that only genius, tutored 
by years of patient and careful study, 
can acquire. 
The closing scene, in 


which she bids farewell to her associates 
and forgives the knavish Earl of Lei- 
cester, is full of sublime pathos, and she 
goes to lay her head upon the block 
with the dignity of a queen and the res- 
ignation of a martyr. The curtain fell 
all too soon for the audience, who dur- 
ing the entire play sat entranced and 
enraptured.

The Reservation. 


iWalker Lake Bulletin.] 


It may be said that the clamor to 


hav« the Walker River Reservation 
abandoned is prompted by selfishness, 
but the fact remains that it should be 
abandoned. The Government sustains 
two reservations far a small tribe of 
Indians who live almost wholly outside. 
Very few of the JPiutes care for their res- 
ervations. They make a more comfort- 
able living around the mining camps in 
tuis State and Eastern California. 
If 


being a uaelsss expense to the Govern- 
ment is not a good and sufficient rea- 
son for throwing Walker Lake open, the 
reason in certainly made strong enough 
when added to it is the fact that the 
lake fisheries could then be utilized, the 
mineral iu the mountains within the 
boundaries of the reservation would be 
free to prospectors, and a large tract of 
some of the bust land in the State, now 
lying idle, would be made productive. 


If taking from the Indians those 


rights which are of no benefit to th»m 
would iufiict a hardship on any one, th* 
measure would not be urged; but as they 
would in reality find their condition 
greatly improved if the white people 
were permitted to avail themgelves of 
the natural resources of tha country, it 
is simply sheer nonsense for the Gov- 
ernment to expend money in maintain- 
ing something which does nothing but 
retard the development of the country. 


No one acquainted with the acquired 


habits of the Piutes will deny that 
should the -tract now reserved be thrown 
open to the whites, in a year many 
mor» Indians would be living on it than 
there are now. Th«y would collect 
around tha mining camps, fisheries and 
ranches, and occasionally assisting the 
whiles, receive enough to eat and waar. 
The fisheries would employ many of 
them at congenial work, and in all re- 
spects their condition would be im- 
proved proportionately with tha ad- 
vantage!) which accrue to the whites.

IS HE IHSAWJBt 


A nan who I* Believed to bo Hane 


Sent to tbe Beno Asylum. 


The Austin Democrat, of Wednesday, 


publishes the annexed: 


Several persons who talked with the 


Italian from Ophir Canyon who was 
lately committed to the Asylum for the 
Insane, at Beno, several days since, and 
who was taken there by Sheriff Danlap 
yesterday, incline to the opinion that 
the man is not insane at all. Tbe poor 
fellow claims to be the owner of a large 
quantity of wood in Ophir Canyon, and 
his insanity appears to lie chiefly in his 
desire to get his pay for it. 
It is true 


that he has been examined by physi- 
cians, as the law directs, but the medi- 
cal men are just as apt to be mistaken 
as any one else. 
It would be a terrible 


crime if a sane man has been committed 
to the asylum, and, while we make no 
pretensions to be experts on the sub- 
ject of insanity, yet it is believed that 
suuh has been the case in this instance. 
At all events, when he reaches Beno, it 
is to be hoped that the physicians there 
who make insanity a specialty, will 
make a thorough investigation into his 
real condition, and without foar or favor 
decide whether he is a proper subject 
for incarceration iu a mad-house. Such 
things as sane people being put. into 
asylums in order to get them out of the 
way have frequently occurred, and if 
as is claimed in this case—it is n job 
put up to defraud him of his just rights 
we hope that it will not succeed. 
The 


man cannot epeak English, and conse- 
quently could not converse with the 
physicians who examined him here. 
This is no reason why he should have 
been adjudged insane. 
To those who 


conversed with him in 
his mother 


tongue a day or so since he spoke and 
acted quite rationally. 
The editor of 


this paper had quite a long conversation 
with the man, in the French language, 
and came to the conclusion that ho was 
perfectly compos mentis, aud would 
have endeavored to obtain his release 
on a proper writ, but tho District 
Judge demonstrated its uselessueas. . 


Let there be a searching investigation 


into his condition, aud if he is not in- 
sane let him not only have his freedom, 
but let the parties who caused his in- 
carceration be punished for their atro- 
cious crime. 
Nevada does not propose 


to be disgraced by such Tewksbury 
proceedings, and the Democrat stands 
ready to expose all such rottenness.
